256.000 Members of Unions Are A f­ 


fected by New Step. 


New York, Sept. 22.- The date for 
the 
proposed 
general 
sympathetic 
strike in New York in support of the 
striking carmen will be sei at a mod* 
#ing of liu* heads of the Cenoral Fed­ 
erated union at the Continental ho­ 
tel. 
Local 
and 
international organiza­ 
tions with an aggregate membership 
of 256,000 already have voted for a 
strike in sympathy with the car nu n. 
The Central Federated union of New' 
York, with a membership of 300,000, 
has approved the strike plan and will 
urge all the affiliated unions to go out 
when the call is issued. This body has 
only advisory powers, but the local 
unions heretofore never have failed 
to follow the advice of the Central 
body. 


Gomper? Approves General Strike. 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, on the 
eve of his departure for Washington, 
said: 
“ I am in hearty sympathy with the 
movenu nt in New York to establish 
the right of labor organization, and 
will do everything in my power to 
aid.” 
Erne: * Bohme, secretary of the Cen­ 
tral Federated union, said: 
"W e shall begin the fight tomorrow. 
The central bodies have voted for n 
sympathetic strike in the defense of 
the right of labor to .organize. It re­ 
mains only to set the time.” 
To Compel Arbitration. 
In the meantime the state board of 
arbitration and mediation 
got 
busy 
and decided to enforce arbitration on 
the refractory street ear factions., 
M. J. Regan, a member of the hoard, 
announcing that body’s determination, 
declared that an end to th 
“ public he 
damned” slogan must come at one'*. 
Hearings 
will 
he held beginning 
Monday and both sides will be direct­ 
ed to present testimony. 
Mr. Romm declared that if a gen­ 
eral sympathetic trade strike was call­ 
ed the safety and livelihood of “ six or 
seven millions of people in this cor­ 
ner of the state” would be endanger­ 
ed.
